He-««ld-that oRiy S,BJ< Juvenlli 
appearing in Idaho probate courts 
from July 1. 1958. to June 20, iSii, 
were committed or referred lo the 
health department's youth 
h'abllltatlon section for counseling 

or e x am 1 n at Ion, ., 

The health official believes thot 
trained youth rehabilitation coun- 
selors should examine Juvenile of- 
fenders before any Judgment Is 
rendered by the 

"If punitive action was the right 
ipprooch," said Dr, Carver. 
vould have gotten rid of juvenile 
delinquency IDO years ago. We' 
had jBlls a lot longer Ihnn we' 
bad 'mental health progrsmi." 

Judge Smith said he considers 
Juvenile dellt^qucncy problems to 
be "eoicntlaliy ones ot correction" 
and he 'declared tlut pQ-chlatrlc 
treatment la needed In "only 10 
per cent, ol the csjea." 

□r. carver and Judge smllh, 
both of whom have reaponslbllltleS 
under the Youth Rchnbll nation 
act. agree that the problem la 
grcrwing and that a revision of the 
court system would be a' step In 
the right direction. 

Judge Smith said It the present 
trend In juvenile crime continues 
that In lO years between IS and 30 
per cent of all n-year-old boys 
hi Idaho will "land In juvenile 
court," 

"This Increaae goes to the gula 
of the country. It ts caused pri- 
marily by the departure ot society 
from values which used to be con- 
aldered. Important— values such a: 
honor,' IntegHty. patriotism, be-

"Society has added an eleventh 
commandment to Ihe ten: Thou 
Shalt not get caught.' Following

Dr. Carver and Judge Bmlth be- 
llevo that the establish menl of.i 
'family court" on a district basis

lion, would be handled by the 
family court. ' | 

Judge Smith's committee has: 
recommended that ~ the district' 
courts become family courts In ad* 
dlilpn to their other duties. 

The committee has auggealed 
that Idaho lawyers study the 
Standard nunlly Court act which 
was drafted by the national Pro- 
.bntlon and Parole aasoclattan, the 
U. S. Chlidrena' biu^u and the 
National Council of Juvenile Court

"Family law. Including Juvenllei 
law.-'iliq ul d be In district courts! 
because these family matters are 
the most Important cases handled 
In our system of Jurisprudence.' 
Very literally, family lau,- cases 
nre matters ot life or death." he 
declared. 

'This proposed law, tor the sake 
of children, extends the philosophy 
of Ihe Youth Rehabilitation net 
Into the Held of divorce nnd scp^ 
nratlon. It would allow the Judge 
In any 'marital oiV^cenlle case to 
have the benefit of a social study 
by a social worker before hs makes 
his decision, 

"In coses wbera the custody ol 
a child Is at stake, the Judge could 
order psychlalrlo evaluation ot 
both Uie child and the parent ' 
fore' a placenlent Is made. 

"Such Irglalntlon would afford 
an opportunity for the counseling 
oi couples before divorce and rif 
hsbllltate manjr lomlllea and make 
them whole again. 

"By organidng the family court 
on'a district basla decent detention 
tacllltlea tor Juveniles might be- 
come a. reality instead of theory 
to be dodged by county oommlt- 
al on era. working with limited — 
ty funds. , . ...
